Water  and  Sewerage  An  adequate  supply  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  and  samples  of  water  taken  for  examination 
were  satisfactory. 

No  water  mains  were  extended. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  well  maintained 
and  the  effluent  has  been  uniformly  good. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  ,,rca  During  the  year  240 
inspections  were  made.  Porty  nine  nuisances  v/ere  abated  by 
serving  twenty-one  informal  notices. 


. No  statutory  notices  were  necessary. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Jtct  ■ A rat  week  was  held  and 
983  rats  were  destroyed. 


Milk  Supply  Sixty  six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination.  Fifty-six  were  good,  6 we re  moderate  and  4 were

SECTION  D i Housing 

Twenty-seven  houses  were  built  during  1939  all  by  private 
enterprise. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  houses  were  inspected  and  twenty- 
one  were  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action. 

Clearance  ,g-eas  The  Council  submitted  six  clearance  orders 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  confirmation.  Objections  were 
received  in  connection  with  orders  1,3  and  5*  An  Inquiry  was 
held  on  1 6th  May.  All  orders  were  confirmed  on  4th  July. 

Overcrowding  Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved 
during  the  year  leaving  tv/o  cases  outstanding. 

SECTION  F Infectious  Diseases 


Since  October  23ud,  1939>  measles  and  whooping  cough  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  that  must  be 
notified. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases,  excluding 
tuberculosis,  notified  during  1939  was  6.  This  number  was 
made  up  as  follows 


Scarlet  Fever  1 
Diphtheria  2 
Paratyphoid  1 
Erysipelas  2 


The  2 cases  of  diphtheria  and  1 case  of  paratyphoid  were 
removed  to  hospital. 

All  cases  recovered  except  1 erysipelas,  which  died  at 

home. 

Tuberculosis  Two  cases  of  pulmonary  and  two  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1939*  There  were 
no  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of  1939-“

RECEPTION  OF  EVACUEES 

In  September  the  area  received  566  evacuees  from  London, 

, 245  mothers  and  infants-  and  321  school  children  and  teachers. 

A doctor  attended  the  infant  welfare  centre  an  extra  day 
per  month  for  the  mothers  and  there  was  a minor  ailment  clinic 
run  one  morning  per  week  for  the  school  children. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  232  mothers  and  infants  had  returned 
home  but  226  school  children  and  teachers  still  remained. 

There  were  a number  of  problems  associated  with  these 
children  such  as  vermin  infestation,  bedwetting  and  behaviour 
abnormality,  but  nothing  in " the  nature  of  an  epidemic.
